Cty councillors still cannot agree on what is happening at 
Montréal's city hall, even though the new municipal 
council was chosen 106 days ago, on November 14th. 

"Council continues to bea completely closed- door opera-

Under last year's proposal, a 
student-initiated referendum re- 
quired a petition signed by 500 
students with signatures from at 
least seven faculties with no 
more than 30 per cent of those 
signatures from any one facul- 
ty.

Pierre Blanchet is one of

Blanchet is entered in the 
decathlon this year for the first 
time. This is a high-stress ac- 
tivity, particularly since Blan- 
chet had no experience in this 
field prior to this season. 

After having his interest 
generated in the event last fall, 
Blanchet "felt I would like to 
compete in these events, thus 
far unknown to me. They of- 
fered new and interesting 
challenges." 



Blanchet cited the pole vault 
as being "extremely in- 
vigorating" and said there 
werfi many rewards in over- 
coming "fear of the event." 

McGill's recently-hired 
track expert, DaleMcKintrick, 
. has been working with Blan- 
chet at the Claude Robillard 
Centre. He says: "I have not 
been exposed to the sport long 
enough to evaluate the coaches 
properly, but Blanche has im-. 
pressed me a good deal. Other 
members of the team tell me 
he is outstanding." 

Blanchet said that other 
members of the team are very 
committed. A camaraderie 
within the ranks promises im- 
proved performances by 
everyone. 

Blanchet respects his fellow 
team members and their 
strength in the field. He 
pointed out teammate Dennis 
Barret's track circuit exploits. 
He also mentionned Carol 
Ann Leslie, McGill's high 
jump champion as well as ex- 
pressing high praise for 
Angela Taylor and Orlando 
Hauthlon. 

Talking about his hockey- 
playing days,, Blanchet points 
out that his approach to team 
sports . was always self- 
motivated: "I wanted to do 
well for myself first and 



foremost. My intention was to 
satisfy myself on the ice. If I 
played well and the team won, 
the result was satisfactory, but 
I always stressed the idea that I 
must play well for my enjoy- 
ment in the game. Now, I can 
approach my sports with a 
total dedication for self- 
involvement." 

Blanchet still keeps up his 
hockey-, playing for an in- 
tramural team. "I prefer the 
new hockey," he says. "Too 
much violence is connected 
with the game in North 
America. The new trend of the 
European style is far more 
pleasing to play and to watch. 
The emphasis, now is on 
speed, shooting, passing — 
not 'hacker hockey."' 

Asked why he is at McGill, 
Blanchet spoke of the school's 
"fine reputation"as the key. 
"I wanted to learn English, as 
well." he added. 

He likes the skills portion of 
the programme, but prefers to 
be involved in coaching train- 
ing. He adds "Time spent in 
the classroom is rewarding." 

Blanchet plans to continue 
studies in exercise physiology 
when he graduates. He doesn't 
know where he'll do his 
Master's. Faculty and students 
agree — they hope it will be at 
McGill.

Assuming you don't care 

Residence students should be angry. 

Students at McGill's residences pay the highest residence fees in Canada; 
Residence students on other campuses receive more services for less money and 
have more input into the services they receive. Other university administrations 
take the time to ask residence students what they want. And they even listen to the 
response. 

. At McGill, residence administrators think you don't care. 

Many students that do complain are told they are being unreasonable. Any 
ideas they may have are written off as being "not feasible." Sometimes students 
are told something will be done about a complaint, but the days go past and 
nothing happens. Any information you do get is very vague. You see, "it's all too 
complicated," explains the Residence Director. 

Manager of Food Services Cathy O'Connor says she rarely hears any com- 
plaints about the food, and thus assumes there are no "legitimate" complaints. If 
this is the case, why do students complain so much amongst themselves? 

Physical Plant Superintendent (Maintenance and Utility) Patrick Keough 
thinks complaints about snow removal services are all groundless. Meanwhile, 
two students have broken their legs on unsalted roads. There has been a countless 
number of complaints this year, all of which have fallen on deaf ears. Keough 
says "Students shouldn't complain about us. We have complaints about the way' 
they conduct themselves in residence." 

Students also have many complaints about the lack of imput they have in deci- 
sions the administration makes. 

Despite repeated requests from student representatives on the University 
Residence Council (URC) for breakdowns of service costs, such as maintenance, 
labour and food, the residence administration remains tight-lipped. 

Over the last few years, student representatives have repeatedly asked Director 
of Physical Resources Samuel Kingdon for a detailed explanation of the budget, 
but" Kingdon always presents a financial breakdown which explains next to 
nothing. According to Gardner Hall President Steven Matthews, Kingdon says 
the students already have enough information, "but we really don't." Kingdon 
says students have been presented with "endless data". However, this endless 
data answers nothing. Useless data. 

Students are getting fed up. 

Last Monday, the 1983 /84 budget and 5.7 per cent fee "hike was rejected by the 
URC. The budget and increase were refused because student representatives felt 
the administration had neglected to consult them on the budget, more specifically 
the fee structure and services offered on the basis of the fees paid. 

The 75 students who went to last week's URC meeting arc angry enough to do 
something about it and other residents should be, too. 

If you're not angry, get. angry. Do something.

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The MCM 15 not 
welcomed by Civic 
in new city council

Gagnon-Larocquc said the MCM is 
playing a political game designed more 
to enhance their image than to help the 
public. 

"The scope of questions (asked in 
council) is vast," said Gagnon- 
Larocque, "But they aren't necessarily 
questions which have to do with the day- 
to-day (activities). It becomes obvious 
after a while that their goal is not to at- 
tack concrete problems but give an im- 
age to the journalists." 

MCM Councillor Arnold Bennett 
feels the charge of filibustering is un- 
founded. 

"When you've got 138 items on the 
agenda there's no God-damn way you're 
going to let that past without taking the 
time to examine it," said Bennett. 

"If the meetings last as long as they 
do," added Boskey, "It's because we 
are concerned. There's been no attempt 
to filibuster but the information has to 
been made public." 



The City of Montréal does not have 
an oral question period before the coun- 
cil meetings, Boskey pointed out, and 
the councillors can only talk- for 20 
minutes for each item on the agenda. 
With the old council, meetings used to 
last about three hours, he said, with vir- 
tually no debate on expenditures. . 

Gagnon-Larocquc feels an oral 
queston period before the City Council 
meetings, much like the Montréal Urban 
Community (MUQ's question period, 
would not really interest the public or be 
much attended. 

"Politics is like hockey," . said 
Gagnon-Larocquc, "Everbody goes to 
the play-offs but not everyone likes to go 
to every game." 

Gagnon-Larocquc also says coun- 
cillors should not try to use the public's 
money for their political goals. She was 
referring to the MCM's request for an 
office and some telephones to mount an 
effective opposition. 

"The Civic Party is refusing to supply 



resources to the opposition parties — 
resources such as a secretarial staff, ac- 
cess to certain riles, or a meeting room," 
said Marvin Rotrand, MCM labour 
critic. 

"We have had to use the councillors' 
bureau for some of our meetings at city 
hall," Rotrand said. "(The room) is 
open to everyone — people are walking 
in and out and we're supposed to be hav- 
ing a confidential caucus meeting." 

At one point, the MCM was given one 
table and nine chairs, though they count 
IS councillors, said Rotrand. Other 
times the MCM has had to meet out in 
the hall. 

Montréal is the only major city in 
Canada to have a party system and 
Drapeau himself recognised this after

the elections, said Rotrand. For such a 
system to work effectively, the opposi- 
tion needs these resources — resources 
provided as a matter of course in other 
cities. 

"The Civic Party has been dragging 
their feet," Rotrand said. "We stated at 



the last meeting that if we do not see any 
favorable movement from the Civic Par- 
ty by mid-Febuary we would take this 
question farther — and we will." 

"The Civic Party claims that they are 
gathering information. This is a method 
of stalling," said Rotrand, "While 
councillors need the resources now." 

MAG Councillor Sofoklis Rasoulis 
had nothing good to say about the 
MCM. 

"If the MCM wants to show that it 
really is the more democratic form of 
government," said Rasoulis, "then that 
is the wrong way." 

"In the past four months, as a city 
councillor, I didn't sec any motion put 
forward by the MCM to help the tax- 
payers. What they did is only promote 
the name of the MCM." 

Rasoulis feels if the city council 
meetings were open to the public then 
councillors would spend too much time 
listening to what the citizens have to say. 
Rasoulis also said councillors need more 
secretaries. 

MCM councillors Bennett and 
Rotrand feel confident Montréalers will 
come to sec the MCM as the only viable 
party in Montréal. 

"All our people have been tested 
under fire; if people think we've been ef- 
ficient in the last 100 days," said Ben- 
nett, "They ain't seen nothing yet." 

"We're the only viable political party 
in Montréal," said Rotrand as he signed 
hundreds of copies of the MCM's Te- 
nant Information Handbook, "and 
we're going to win the next election — 
there's no doubt about it." 



Radio M cG ill: On 
air with new flare

"Radio is the sound salvation — 
You better do as you are told/

Last fall, McGiU's radio club grew out 
of the confines of campus broadcasting. 
After several false starts and extended 
negotiations with the Canadian Radio 
and Televiscn Commission (CRTC), the 
station recovered the cable license it had 
forsaken in the early 70s. Its signal can 
now be received by Cablevision Na- 
tionale subscribers. 

Radio McOill now calls itself CFRM, 
91 .7 Cable FM. The new letters and fre- 
quency numbers are much more than 
cosmetic. The expansion into the cable 
market has brought fundamental revi- 
sions in the club's organisation and ob- 
jectives. 

The station now has a larger budget, 
broadcasts more hours, includes more 
members, has acquired more advertising 
and adopted a more consistent — and 
controversial — music policy. 

The station's $15,000 budget for 
*82/83 represents an increase of $2,500 
over last year's. In addition", it got 
$8,000 from Students' Society for cable 
rental, equipment and libel insurance. 

This year's budget may be significant- 
ly larger than any previously acquired, 



yet seems small-potatoes compared to 
the funds of some other college stations. 

Radio McGilPs expansion into the 
cable market may have made it a more 
attractive outlet for advertisers. The sta- 
tion's brochure optimistically notes a 
potential audience of "approximately 
15,000 homes on Cable FM." 

The larger audience has had its effect 
on the people working in the station. 
"It's tightened things up. We have to be 
more responsible," said sportscaster 
Tod Hoffman. "We know there's more 
people listening." 

Station Manager Albert Perez feels 
Cable listeners are "a late-evening au- 
dience." Because they tune in to Radio 
McGill, "they're a more interactive au- 
dience, whereas the campus audience is 
passive," Perez said. 

Growing By Leaps & Cables 
For Program Director Andy Carin, 
implementing cable has meant growth. 
Programming hours have increased 
from 88 to 101 per week; membership has 
grown from 110 students to 140. There are . 
still not enough positions to satisfy 
everyone. The station had to turn down 
110 applicants last fall. 

Yet, News Director Rod Giles is "con- 
stantly looking for people for 
newscasting positions." Giles, who has 
acquired professional'expcricncc reading 



news for CJFM weekend nights, has ex- 
tensively revamped the news depart- 
ment. 

"Our news department competes with 
any news department in the city," Giles 
stated. "Having a respectable news 
department brings a little credibility to 
this station." 

The station's weather reports are by 
Meteorology masters student Lee Grcn- 
ci. 

. The sports department has been ac- 
credited by the the four Montréal pro- 
fessional sports teams and does live 
coverage of McGill games. 

Next Monday at noon, Radio McGill 
begins its fifth annual Radio Marathon. 



Proceeds from the 50-hour non-stop 
broadcast will go to the Québec Division 
of the Kidney Foundation of Canada. 
The station hopes to raise $2,000 to 
defray the costs of sending a suffering 
child to a dialysis camp. 

Collection booths will be set up in the 
McConnell and Arts buildings, as well as 
in the University Centre. To further pro- 
mote the event, the Marathon will be 
broadcast from Gertrude's for a couple 
of hours each day. Principal Johnston 
has promised to pay Demers a visit dur- 
ing the last two hours on Wednesday.

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Students' Society Presidential Candidates

If University is where people are confrpnted with questions about 
the way things are, one of the most consistent mysteries McGill offers 
is Students' Society. 

The Students' Society as an institution is approximately half the age of McGill. 
When the university was first founded, separate government for students at McGill 
was seen as a ludicrous notion. But in 1908, there concern arose that the 
Undergraduates were becoming too rowdy. Administrators felt some kind of 
distraction was needed. The university sponsored the election of a "Student Ex- 
ecutive Council" to oversee social events. 

In 1909, the administration recognised Students' Society as the sole official 
spokeperson for every student. It also imposed a mandatory fee for every 
Undergraduate in support of their ' 'society* ' . At that time the Society was complete- 
ly excluded from all the university governing committees. 

For the next five decades little changed in Students' Society's participation in 
McGill government until the 60s when students made various attempts to wrest 
power from university administrators in favour of students. When the university 
granted token student representation on the Board of Governors, Senate and in 
selected departmental committees, the previously militant student movement col- 
lapsed. 

Since then the Students' Society has gone in and out of trusteeship to the universi- 
ty.^ It now has a debt to McGill of almost $400,000. Currently, it would be difficult 
to prove whether Students' Society actual effect on university decision-making is 
significant. 

Aside from some food services and clubs around campus, contact with Students' 
Society is reserved for those who frequent the union building and participate in 
Students' Society-sponsored social events. 

The president of Students' Society sits on the Board of Governors and Senate. As 
a member of the Executive Committee the president can direct Students' Council, 
the ultimate governing body of Students' Society. 



Hicks: c 'Maintain academic standards 



Bruce Hicks is running for Students' 
Society President on a campaign of con- 
tinuing projects begun this year. As the 
Society's Vice President Internal this 
year, Hicks said he has geared his efforts 
to services and "tangible things students 
can see." 

Hicks has previously been speakers 
co-ordinator for Program Board and the 
Arts and Science Undergraduate Socie- 
ty, this year he sat on Students' 
Society's Nominating Committee, the 
Joint Management Committee and the 
Committee to Co-ordinate Student Ser- 
vices (CCSS). 

"There are projects that I think I have 
to see through.- We will soon to hiring 
architects for renovations of the Union 
building and hope to get SI million from 
the university building fund to do it," he 
said. 

Hicks cited a plan for a two-floor Ger- 
trude's, revamped athetotics facilities 
and negotiations for a Welcome Week 
concert in Molson Stadium as projects 
for next year. 

"I also have been jnolved in making 
the Union building accessible to the han- 
dicapped. The university should be giv- 



ing us some money for that," he added. 

Hicks would like to see the President 
of Students' Society on the Executive 
Committee of the Board of Governors. 




Houle: "Council decisions backed by concrete action" 



To Louise Houle being president of 
Students' Society means a commitment 
to a large amount of work. 

"Office hours are essential. It's not 
just a question of three or four hours a 
week but at least 30 hours a week." 

According to Houle, this year 
Students' Society has been weak on 
following up its own decisions. 

"If council decides something, it has 
to be backed up by concrete action. We 
should be doing something about it 
rather than just saying something about 
it." 

Specifically, Houle is concerned with 
cutbacks to university education, the 
loans • and bursaries situation, and 
McGill's place in the Québec student 
movement. 

"You can't just ignore issues because 
they've been labelled political," she 
said. "I would like the cutbacks commit- 
tee to be more active. I think Students' 
Society could be opened to more par- 
ticipation through more information 
and activity." 

Houle has previous experience in the 
Québec student movement working on 




Houle feels that some structural 
changes are needed in Students' 
Society's relationship with the McGill 
administration. 

"I think it's very important to have 
student initiated referenda," she said. 

CurrenUy student initiated referenda 
does not exist at McGill and is been 
delayed because of problems with the 
Students' Society constition. 

Houle is opposed to McGill's pre- 
condition for Senate veto power over all 
student initiated referenda. 
Houle believes that there are times 
Louise Houle when the interests of students are not 

necessarily those of the administration. 

"I don't believe in collegiality," she 
said. 

Houle would like change to take place 
inside Students' Society particularly 
with respect the managerial staff. 

"Im not very comfortable with people 
who are not students running Students' 
Society." 

Houle stresses that while the services 
provided by the Society are essential the 
student government should also be tak- 
ing political stands. ' 



Students' Society's External Affairs ad- 
visory committee this year and as coor- 
dinator for the students' association at 
CEGEP Bréboeuf in 1981-82. 

If elected Houle said she would move 
McGill closer to the Québec student 
movement. 

"I don't think McGill can stand on its 
own. I think that McGill has to get in- 
volved with other student associations. 
We should work together and try to find 
a common platform." 



He admited sexism exists on campus 
and said the President should be involv- 
ed in changing sexist sentiment. "There 
is a difference between attitude and ac- 
tual harassment — going from 
residences to libraries and knowing 
you're safe. A lot of people at McGill 
have a sexist mentality." 

Hicks said cutbacks were a "very real 
priority for next.year". "There are two 
questions: how to inform people, and 
how to off-set the cutbacks. It's who 
you know and who you can get to work 
for you on the (Parliament) Hill. In my 
opinion, that is how to off-set cutbeks. 

"Yes, you should be riled up and con- 
cerned, but McGill students are swallow- 
ing it (information about cutbacks). 
Getting students aware is difficult," he 
said. 

He said he would use symposiums and 
advertisements to inform students of 
cutbacks issues. 

Speaking on youth unemployment he 
said, "Pressure has to be put on the 
government to re-evaluate. One of the 
best thins McGill can do is maintain its 
level of academic standing so students 
coming from McGill can get jobs." 

Hicks said he will propose a new ver- 
sion of the Student-Initiated Referenda 
package to Students' Council. Without a 
referendum, however, Hicks felt 
Students' Council "shouldn't take a 
stand for students on issues not con- 
nected to McGill." 

On the provincial student movement, 
he said, "McGill is joining ANEQ 
(l'Association Nationale des 
Etudiant(e)s du Québec) to change il 
from withfn."

Howes is President of the East Asian 
Studies Students' Association, was

President of the Montréal Diocesan 
Theological College Students' Society 
and is an active Savoy Society member. 

"It is dangerous for students govern- 
ment to be apolitical. I don't think 
they're (the current Students' Society ex- 
ecutive) even vocal on conservative 
views," he said. 

He said the advocacy role of the 
Society "is necessary, not just important 
to strengthen the ideas that are already 
there/' 

"For example, the (recentyly-called 
Students' Society) referendum will 
hopefully get the mandate to really step 
up the peace movement at McGill," he 
said. 

"Divestment is an important issue to 
make sure we have student opinion on," 
he added. 



Howes, who speaks French, is worried 
about McGill's role in the Québec stu- 
dent movement. "Students together 
could speak to the government on cut- 
back, professors' salaries and promo- 
tional ODportunities," he said. 

On cutbacks, he said, "Fiscal restraint 
will have to be a result of the Society as 
well as the university." 

He said he saw room for cuts within 
the Students' Society. "Program Board 
might not have to get as much money 
and the indexation of full-time salaries 
should be examined. There is inefficien- 
cy with the managerial staff that should 
be reviewed." 

Asked about the principle of 
managerial staff being involved in a stu- 
dent organisation, he said, "It is a 



dangerous thing that the Society will be 
run for their (the managerial staffs) 
benefit. It shold be closely watched." • 

Howes said he was not satisfied with 
the Tribune's function as the Students* 
Society newsletter. "This year's perfor- 
mance has not pleased me greatly. It is 
potentially a fairly relevant source of in- 
formation, but for how much it costs, I 
am skeptical," he said. 

He opposes a Student-Initiated 
Referenda with a Senate veto. "A 
referendum should be something 
students are r ree to express," he said. 

Addressing the issue of sexual harass- 
ment, he said, "Sexism awareness is a 
big problem on campus. Walk-home ser- 
vices are good ideas. Students should ap- 
peal to individual faculties and depart- 
ments for security problems."

Matthews: "Ridiculous to retire now 
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Stephen Matthews, who sits on several 
of the more important university ad- 
ministration committees doesn't want to 
quit student politics. 

"It just seems ridiculous to go into 
retirement," he said. 

Matthews who has served as 
undergraduate representative to Senate 
and the Board of Governors is presently 
the Speaker for Student Council, a 
member of the McGill Academic Plann- 
ing Priorities Committee (APPC), the 
Senate committee on disclosure of infor- 
mation, and president of both Gardiner 
Hall and the Inter-residence Council. 

Currently Matthews is opposing the 
planned university budget for residences 
based on McGilPs negligence of 
residence services. 

Matthews* perception of the broad 
role of Students' Society at McGill dif- 
fers from that of this years' executive. 

"I think there is a major failing in 
their logic. That is, if you diminish 
political advocacy you somehow 
decrease services to students." 

Matthews is worried about the McGill 
administration's treatment of students. 

" Im concerned about the level of stu- 
dent representation on committees. For 
example the departmental Cyclical 
Review Committees and course evalua- 
tions." 

"I'd like to see the advising system at 
the university changed. I think it's 
disastrous." 

Concerning the McGill referendum on 
testing of the cruise missile in Canada 
Matthews said, "we must lend aid to 
protests if the referendum passes." 

The internal structure of Students' 
Society should be subject to re- 
assessment according to Matthews. 

"I. don't think you need as many 



managerial staff as you now have. There 
should be an ongoing review of perma- 
nent staff." 

Matthews believes that, initially, he 
would be politically neutral if elected 
president. 

"The role of the president is much 
more a facilitator. I don't believe in im- 
posing myself on the system and how it 
should be run. The president should just 
force decisions to be made. Then the 
president has to support them." 

"I see a need for the Tribune (The 
Student,' Society-funded newsletter). 
However, there is a perception that the 
Tribune is something of a gossip col- 
umn. There should be more priority to 
the clubs." 




Steven Matthews 



Matthews is in favour of introducing 
the system of student initiated referenda 
(SIR)at McGill. 
"I have already fought for SIR." 
However he accepts a Senate veto over 
SIR provided they "take a positive ac- 
tion to veto." 

Matthews said that sexism is a pro- 
blem at McGill but warned that "you 



have to watch out 
action" against it.

Of his opponents in the election Rose 
said, "Either they're completely caught 
up in some kind of illusion, or they just 
want to use the office as a convenient 
place to put their stuff during the day." 

Rose says he disguised himself as a 
candidate to "offset the distortion when 
you translate a human being onto a piece 
of paper." 

When asked why he had decided to 
run for the democratically-elected posi- 
tion of president Rose replied: 
"Students* Society is a joke. Unfor- 
tunately it's a joke that's not funny 
anymore. Students' Society is rot, and 
the rot is beginning to stink. I don't like 
foul smells. 

"If people are willing to vote for me 
and say that we are willing to trash 
Students' Society then its the first move 
against a boring future." 

Rose refused to elaborate on his ac- 
tual plans for destroying Students'

Starting next year students 
going into their first year at 
McGill and graduate students 
will have to pay a $370 down 
payment ($440 for those in 
Medicine) by August IS or 
within five days of acceptance, 
whichever is later. The balance 
is due on January 15. 

Foreign students in all 
faculties will be charged a down 
payment of $2600, including 
medical insurance. Married 
students pay $2900. 

Until now, returning students 
had to pay by August 15 but 
new and graduate students had 
until 10 days after registration 
to pay their fees. Part-time 
students will be unaffected. 

For the first time interest will 
be charged on overdue ac- 
counts: the prime rate plus one 
per cent. 



"We are experiencing great 
difficulties in collecting fees," 
says McGill comptroller Ron 
Kuranoff. "Last year we had a 
very bad experience with bad 
debts and it looks like it's going 
to just as bad this year. We had 
to do something." 

Students who have not paid 
their fees by registration will not 
be allowed to register. 
However, these students will 
have the option of going to the 
Student Aid office and asking 
for a special Permission to 
Register form. 

The prime rate as established 
on August 15 and January 15 
plus one per cent will be charged 
on overdue accounts. However, 
there will be a minimum charge 
of $25. 

"We're not in the business of 
charging interest," says McGill 
comptroller Ron Kuranoff. 



"Any other agency charges 
24 per cent," he said. 

Kuranoff notes McGill is only 
making up the interest the 
money would earn if it was left 
in the bank. 

Previously late fees were so 
low, Kuranoff claims, it was 
cheaper for students to leave 
their money in the bank earning 
interest and then pay them. 

Students whose cheques 
bounce because of insufficient 
funds will subsequently have to 
pay with certified cheques. 
Kuranoff says there was 
pressure from within the ad- 
ministration to insist that all 
payments be by certified che- 
ques, but this was resisted. 

"We wish everyone would 
pay on time," he says. "It 
would be nice, it would make 
things a lot easier." 



Ploughshares eight in de Antonio's latest film

At 6:45 am. on September 9, 
1980 eight radical, Catholic 
pacifists entered number nine 
plant of General Electric in 
King of Prussia, Pennsylvania, 
along with the morning shift 
workers. Once in the plant, they 
cook their hammers, hidden 
under, their clothes, and dented 
two nosecones of the 
Minuteman III ballistic missile. 
Using baby bottles filled with 
their own blood, they sprayed a 
document lying near by, later 
found to be 'classified.' 

A few days later Emile de An- 
tonio, "the most widely 
distributed and probably the 
most accomplished American 
filmaker on the left" (Village 
Voice), was asked by members 
of the radical Catholic left to 
make a film on the Plowshare's ■ 
Eight Action. 




De Antonio was reluctant. 

"You're wrong. I'm not a 
Catholic, I'm not a pacifist, and 
I'm not interested," he told 
them. 

But prompted by his 
"egotism, my contempt for 
war, for the state, for the 
mastodonte corporations wad- 
dling into megadeaths to enrich 
stockholders", as well as his > 
respect for the "tough, 



honourable" radical Catholic 
left he conceded to make the 
film. 

True to de Antonio-style 
filmaking, In the King of 
Prussia was no easy film to 
make. 

Cameras were not allowed in 
the court as new state rules were 
supposed to permit. De Antonio 
condensed the 1300 pages of 
trial transcripts into a script. 

This week there will be two 
benefit screenings of In the King 
of Prussia, sponsored by the 
Alliance for Non-violent Action 
(ANVA) and the Montréal 
Coalition for Disarmament, to 
raise money to defray the legal 
fees of the 'Toronto 52'. 

The film is showing Wednes- 
day at 7 pm at the Monkland 
Cinema and Sunday at 2:30. 
Tickets are $3 in advance 
through the Yellow Door .

down Park Avenue, through the 
heart of Montreal's Greek com- 
munity, growing from block to 
block. Groups waited for the 
demonstration on street corners 
with Greek flags, banners and 
picket signs declaring "No to 
American blackmail" and 
"Peace in the Aegean" in 
Greek, French and English. 

One McGill graduate from 
Greece, who asked not to be 



named, saw the demonstration 
as a success. 

"We showed that we cared 
and put a little bit of pressure 
on the American government."

Carnival). Applications forthese positions will be called for In the near future. (Onty 
individual applications will be accepted.) 



RESOURCE CENTRE • COORDINATOR 

Students' Council recently established a Resource Centre in the Union In order to 
make available to the student body, the following documents: minutes and 
reports from Students' Council; Senate and the Board of Governors; Items relating 
to external student affairs (provincial, national.

STUDENT DIRECTORY - EDITOR-IN-CHIEF 

The Students' Society will be publishing a student directory in the fall of 1 983. The 
Editor will oversee all aspects of this publication Including the organization of 
authorization release cards to be signed during the September registration 
period, establishing a budget and calling for printed quotes from various 
publishing companies. He or she will also decide on other relevant Information to 
be Included In the directory. The Editor must be In the Montreal area for at least 
part of the summer to make proper arrangements with the Registrar's office. This 
position Involves an honorarium of $150. 

STUDENT HANDBOOK - EDITOR-IN-CHIEF 

The Student Handbok will be given to every student at McGlll during registration In 
September 1983. This book will include Introductory material about McGlll, 
Montreal, the Students' Society and other campus groups with particular attention 
paid to helping new students orient themselves to McGlll and Montreal. The Editor 
must be In the Montreal area over the summer and receives an honorarium of 
$1,000. 

McGILL TRIBUNE • EDITOR-IN-CHIEF 

The Students' Society publishes the McGlll Tribune weekly, and will do so during the 
1983/84 academic year.

The Board of Directors is responsible to you for guaranteeing that 
your money is spent wisely. At the moment the maximum student fee 
paid per semester is $2.85. 

This fee hasn't changed since 1980. Costs have. The printing 
industry has undergone hyper-inflation in the last three years. Daily 
printing costs have risen by nearly 60 per cent since 1980. The costs of 
materials and related production expenses have also risen. 

Student fees account for only 25 per cent of the Dally Publications 
Society's operating budget. In 1980 these fees represented 35 per cent 
of the budget. 

Advertising and typesetting revenues make up the other 75 per cent. 
The Daily Typesetting shop was opened last summer in an effort to 
raise revenues without resorting to a student fee hike, the typesetting 
operation has been sucessful and it has made money for the Daily 
Publications Society. 

We have also been able to provide an inexpensive typesetting service 
for McGill student clubs and organisations. 

These additional revenues are not enough to cover the effects of 
inflation. Without these new monies we would have been forced to 
seek a much higher student fee increase. 

As a paper the McGill Daily provides student services unsurpassed by 
any other student publication on campus. It provides a letters column 
open to all, free 'today' announcements, classifieds and daily news, 
features and commentary in English and French. 

And the Daily Publications Society constitution guarantees that any 
McGill student can join the newspaper and have a voice in staff 
decisions. 

AH we are asking for is your vote to support a small fee increase that 
will cover past inflation. If accepted this increase will be applied to 
ensuring balanced budgets and responsible financial management. 

Support your newspaper — the only student daily in Canada. 40 
cents per semester, 80 cents per year — the cost of a métro fare is all 
we ask.
